latest  letter  to  this  newspaper  Is  based  on  state 
ments  made  in  Europe  regarding  certain  arma- 
mant  firms  taiftaanelng  public  opinion  through 
control  of  newspapers.  It  Is  quite  true  that  there 
ara  a  score  or  so  of  ways  in  which  it  Is  sought 
to  Influanea  ptabllelty  for  different  ends,  Just  as 
there  are  at  least  a  hundred  variation*  In  the 
presentation  of  the  Christian  religion. 

•Crttletom,  however,  of  the  character  noted 
all  tends  to  the  end  that  the  press  should  be  con- 
trolled, though  the  critic  in  question  does  not 
aay  by  whom.  Poaaibly  the  completeet  answer  to 
this  contention  comes  from  Mr  R  J  Scott,  of 
The  Manchester  Guardian,  in  a  paper  which  he 
read  a  few  weeks  ago  at  the  Eastbourne  confer- 
ence of  the  BritLsh  Institute  of  Journalists,  In  the 
course  of  which  he  urged  newspapermen  to 
"atand  by  fraadDm  of  the  Praas  aa  a  fundamental 
condition  of  the  enlightened  progress  and  hap 
pineal  of  mankind."  It  is  the  avowed  Com- 
muntots  and  Fascists  who  advocate  muffling  the 
free  expression  of  opinion  The  German  press 
was  muzzled  so  that  the  revolution  might  be 
accomplished  thara.  The  German  peopto  are  not 
allowed  to  know  more  than  their  present  rulers 
want  them  to  know.  It  is  the  same  in  Russia  and 
Italy.  The  presa  In  all  these  countries  Is  being 
used  to  build  up  a  new  psychology  favorable  to 
the  theories  of  the  deipoU  In  power.  Control  of 
the  Press  Is  a  preraqntolte  to  the  duping  of  a 
nation. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Scott  says  that  freedom  of  the  PresA 
"Is  not  a  concrete  thing  which  cither  is  or  Is  not 
Like  other  forms  of  Uberty,  it  to  a  delicate  ad- 
justment of  rights  and  duties.  That  freedom 
Indeed,  to  bound  up  in  the  whole  idea  of  change 
and  progress.  It  is  in  the  state  of  freedom  that 
the  Press  supplies  part  of  its  own  correction.  "It 
may  be,"  says  Mr.  Scott,  "that  most  individuals 
confine  their  reading  to  newspapers  of  one  party 
color;  but  opinions  filter  through,  and  a  process 
of  check  and  contradiction  to  going  on  all  the 
time  through  the  free  exchange  of  opinion  in  the 
daily  contacts  of  life.  Moreover,  the  best  Jour 
nals  do  not  give  the  other  side  a  fair  hearing. 
There  to  not  a  shadow  of  doubt  that  the  Press 
in  British  countries  uses  its  freedom  with  a  due 
.sense  of  responsibility.  Were  political  authority 
exercised  over  It,  Its  freedom  would  be  gone.  Its 
nafti  purpose  to  to  keep  the  public  mind  abreast 
of  evcnt.s.  "A  people,"  to  quote  The  London  Morn 
Ing  Post,  "blindfolded  by  authority  may  be'  happy 
and  proaperooa.  but  they  cannot  ba  free.  In  a 
modern  state  all  civil  liberliy  to  bottttd  up  With 
the  freedom  of  the  Press." 

That  fraadmn  waa  fought  for  during  centu- 
ries and  only  won  after  strenuous  efforts.  Its 
victory  coincided  with  the  development  of  con- 
stitutional goramment  and  of  democracy  itself. 
It  is  as  true  today  as  It  was  In  the  time  of 
Junius,  when  he  wrote:  "Let  It  be  Impressed 
upon  your  minds,  let  It  be  InatUled  Into  your 
children,  that  the  liberty  of  the  Press  Is  the 
palladium  of  all  the  civil,  political  and  rellgioua 
rlghU  of  an  BngHshman.**  Junius  might  have 
written  that  sentence  to  cover  the  rights,  as  well, 
of  the  Inhabitants  of  any  country.  Our  critic 
win  not«  Uiat  rallfloiia  rlghta  ara  dependent  on 
a  free  press.  It  is  in  tho.se  coimtrles  where  the 
press  to  politically  controlled  that  the  expression 
of  religious  thought  to  cabined,  cribbed  and 
confined,  and  in  the  country  where  the  press 
hat  been  entirely  prostituted  to  political  ends  by 
governmental  decree  religion  to  persecuted  and 
banned  as  a  part  of  the  life  of  tha 


poiieim.   It  to  profoaa  with  promises.   Not  our

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REVOLUTIONARY  GRATlTUDe 


The  closing  years  of  Prince  Kropotkin,  the 
Russian  educator  and  revolutionary,  may  well 
teach  a  lesson  to  those  In  Canada  who  are 
enamored  with  socialtotlc  teachings,  but  who  do 
not  look  ahead  to  the  consequences  of  their 
adoption  in  Cai'.ida  Prince  Kropotkin  was  a 
philosophical  anarchtot  who  believed  in  human 
co-operation  along  with  the  minimum  of  gov- 
ernment For  teaching  these  doctrines  he  was 
an  exile  for  many  years  In  London.  Of  singularly 
gentle  personality  he  was  highly  esteemed  in  hto 
adopted  land.  He  was  not  a  terrorist,  .so  that 
when  he  returned  to  Russia  in  1917  after  the 
revolution,  the  foundations  of  which  he  had  done 
so  much  to  lay,  he  found  himself  unwanted  by 
those  In  power.  Their  excesses  and  barbarities 
were  revolting  to  him. 

The  theory  of  government  that  he  would  have 
brought  about  by  peaceable  means  had  been  put 
Into  action  by  extremists  of  the  laft  wing  In  a 
fury  of  Injustice,  tyranny  and  blood.  This  bit 
of  htotory  may  wcU  throw  light  upon  the  present 
situation  in  Canada  where  aome  of  tha  leaders 
of  a  political  body  with  a  revolutionary  pro- 
gramme assert  that  It  will  be  carried  out  deliber- 
ately and  In  an  orderly  faahkm.  Bactora  who 
are  toying  with  the  Idea  of  voting  for  this  party 
should  learn  from  Prince  Kropotkln's  experience. 
It  might  be  left  wing  extremists  who  would  get 
control  and  stampede  the  party  into  an  attack, 
as  In  Russia,  upon  the  lile,  liberty  and  property 
of  the  Canadian  people.

While  the  marriage  of  the  8w:- 
cused  to  Edith  O.  Oeorge  was  shown 
to  have  talian  place  in  New  Zealand 
on  October  30,  1904,  and  a  second 
marriage  was  consummated  In  Vic- 
toria to  Alice  M.  Overton  on  August 
26,  1920,  the  court  dismissed  the 
charge  of  bigamy  on  the  ground 
that  there  wa.s  no  proof  forthcom- 
ing that  the  ac  ru.sod  had  any 
knowledge  that  his  first  wUe  was 
alive  extending  over  a  period  of 
seven  years  preceding  his  later 
marriage,  as  provided  by  law. 

Tha  aoeusad  was  represented  by 
TlMMnas  Miller,  who  elicited  the 
evidence  from  the  accused  that  after 
his  arrival  In  Victoria,  in  1906,  he 
had  heard  nothing  from  his  wife 
In  New  Zealand.  When  he  married 
his  second  wife,  in  1920.  ho  was 
under  the  inipre.sslon  that  she  was 
dead. 

While  tlie  court  ventured  the 
opinion  that  the  Wecused  was  evi- 
dently not  very  anxious  to  find  out 
whether  his  original  wife  waa  alive 
or  not,  there  was  no  proof  that  he 
had  any  knowledge  covering  four- 
teen years  as  to  her  being  alive. 
Under  the  statute  he  therefore 
acquitted  htm  ot  tha  diaiffa.
